This disease gets its name from 
the írregular black spots you see 
on the leaves of roses. At first 
the spots are small but they 
gradually get larger and many of 
the leaves fall off the plant. The 
plant will grow more leaves, but 
it is weakened by the loss of the 
first leaves.

` SOME MISSISSIHPI STATE

A hand book of the State of 
Mississippi can be obtained from

FOREWARD 

Mississippi is a state with a 
bright boating future; however, 
it is a state with an infant boat- 

ing saftey organization that shall 
depend, in part, on the boating 
‘enthusiasts of Mississippi to help 
it grow and prosper for the sake 
of the safety, pleasure, and rights 
‘of the boating public. 

nd The Boating Law, which was 
‘passed on April 14, 1960, has 
“proved. ta be quite adequate; | 


essary for each pleasure 
other) boat owner to know and 
carefully observe the rules and 
regulations established to protect 
him and other using the water- 
ways of the State. 

This pamphlet has been pre- 
pared to help you become. familiar 
with these rules of the water. 
Refer to it frequently and use it 
as a guide to safer and more en- 
joyable recreation on the water 
of your State. It will help to 
make you. a better boatman.
